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This booklet contains general information on the Ol 
Security pension. You should read it before filling ou 
application for the pension. If you wish more detailed infor 
you should contact an Income Security Programs 
Addresses of these offices are shown on pages 13 to 1 
should also note that this booklet contains general infor 
only. When questions arise, the Old Age Security A 
Regulations must govern. 


Human Rights Act 


The Canadian Human Rights Act was passed in July 1977. 
Part IV of this Act deals with the protection of personal information 
and provides for Canadian residents to obtain access to personal 
information about them held in federal government files, and to 
have some control over the accuracy of the information and its 
uses. 


All information on the Old Age Security Pension application form 
is collected under the authority of the Old Age Security Act and is 
used to determine eligibility for Old Age Security benefits. 


For more details on the use of the information collected through 
the Old Age Security application form and your right to inspect 
and correct the information, you should refer to the Federa! 
Information Bank Index available at any Post Office. 


Each information bank is identified by a unique number in the 
index mentioned above. The Index Number for the Old Age 
Security programs is 14112. This Index Number is also printed on 
your Old Age Security application form. 
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1. What is the Old Age Security pension? 


The Old Age Security pension is a monthly benefit paid to all 
persons 65 years of age and over who satisfy certain basic 
residence requirements explained in section 2(c). It is not 
necessary to be retired in order to be eligible. 


If there is any rise in the cost of living, the pension is increased 
every three months in line with increases:in the Consumer Price 
Index. Should there be no change in the Consumer Price Index or 
if it goes down, the amount of the penston will not change. 
Information as to the current rate of the pension may be obtained 
at any time from Income Security Programs offices listed on 
pages.13:10, 15. 


2. Eligibility requirements 


(a) Proof of age requirement 

When you apply for the pension you must prove your age 
with a birth or a baptismal certificate, if either can be obtained. If 
you have one of these certificates, it should be sent in with your’ 
application. A birth or baptismal certificate which shows that the 
record was made within five years of your date of birth may be 
acceptable by itself. In other cases, two or more documents may 
be required. (Note: A photocopy may be acceptable if it has 
been certified as a true copy of the original by one of the 
following: Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Commissioner of 
Oaths, Lawyer, Notary, Minister of Religion, Doctor, Police 
Officer, Bank Manager, Postmaster, Accountant, Teacher, Social 
Worker, Municipal Clerk, Member of Parliament, Member of 
Provincial Legislature, an official of a federal government 
department or provincial government department, or officials of 
an Embassy, Consulate or High Commission of a country with 
which Canada has a reciprocal social security agreement. The 
person certifying the photocopy must give his official position.) 


lf you have not already tried to obtain such a certificate, do not 
delay your application on that account, but explain that you are 
attempting to obtain the required document. 


lf you were born in Canada you should write for a birth certificate 
to the Registrar of Vital Statistics in the capital city of the province 
in which you were born. 


lf you were born in another country and do not know where to 
write for a birth certificate, an Income Security Programs office 


will give you the address from which to request your birth 
certificate. 


A baptismal certificate may be obtained from the church in which 
the baptism took place. 


If you have tried to obtain a birth or baptismal certificate and were 
unable to do so, please tell us and send in at least two of any 
documents you have that show your age or date of birth, such as: 


— Family Bible or other personally kept Family Records 

— Marriage Certificate, Church Roll, Communion or Confirma- 
tion Certificate | 

— Education Documents such as School Registers, Diplomas or 
Teachers’ Certificates 

— Insurance Record or Government Annuity Contract 

— Hospital or Medical Records, Vaccination Records 

— Pension or Superannuation Records 

— Employment Records 

— Newspaper clippings 

— Public Records, such as Assessment Rolls, Voters’ and Jury 
Lists 

— Membership Records in Lodges, Clubs and Associations, 
See 

— Military Records 

— Court Récords 

— Census and National Registration Records 

— Naturalization Document, Citizenship Certificate, Immigration 
Record or Passport 


(Note: Assistance is available from any Income Security Pro- 
grams office to help you obtain the required documents.) 


Any documents you send in will be handled carefully and returned 
as quickly as possible. 


(b) Residence status 
In order to qualify for an Old Age Security pension you: 


(i) |mustbea Canadian citizen, or 

(ii) must be a legal resident in Canada when the application is 
approved, or 

(ili) must have been a Canadian citizen or a legal resident in 
Canada immediately prior to the date that you ceased to 
reside in Canada. 


All applicants must declare their residence status on the Old Age 
Security application form and give full details of their residence 
since birth. Those persons who have been issued a Certificate of 
Canadian Citizenship, a Naturalization Certificate, a Canadian 
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mmigration identification Record, or a Certificate of Identity, etc., 
should send the document with the application form. 


‘f you became a Canadian citizen after emigrating to Canada and 
do not have your certificate, proof of your citizenship may be 
obtained by applying to a Court of Canadian Citizenship located 
near you or to the Registrar of Canadian Citizenship in Ottawa. (If 
you were born in Canada and have always lived here, 
documentary proof of your Canadian citizenship is not required.) 
Your nearest Employment and Immigration Canada office will be 
oleased to provide you with evidence of your immigration status 
in Canada. The staff in the Income Security Programs offices will 
be pleased to assist you in securing evidence of your status as a 
legal resident in Canada. 


(c) Residence requirements 

There are two different methods of fulfilling the residence 
requirements. If you satisfy the first of these, you may be eligible 
for a full Old Age Security pension. The second method may be 
applied to determine your eligibility for a partial Old Age Security 
pension. 


(i) Residence requirements for a full pension 

You may qualify for a full Old Age Security pension on 
reaching age 65 if you have resided in Canada, after reaching 
age 18, for periods that total at least 40 years. 


if you have not resided in Canada for 40 years after age 18 you 
may qualify for a full pension on reaching age 65 if: 


a) on July 1, 1977, you were 25 years of age or over, and 


1) were resident in Canada, or 
2) had some prior residence in Canada after reaching age 18, or 
3) were in possession of a valid Canadian immigrant visa, 

— AND — 


you have fulfilled either of the following residence require- 
ments:

|) by having resided in Canada for the 10 years immediately 
oreceding approval of your application,

by having been present in Canada, after reaching age 18 and 
prior to the 10 years mentioned above, for periods that total at 
least three times the length of your absences during that 
10-year period and, in addition, by having resided in Canada

for at least one year immediately. preceding approval of your 
application. 


Example: A person who had absences from Canada totalling five 
years between the ages of 55 and 65 must have been present in 
Canada between the ages of 18 and 55 for a total of at least 15 
years. In addition, he or she must have resided in Canada from 
the age of 64 to the age of 65. 


Temporary absences from Canada that do not exceed one year 
and are not associated with residence in another country, as well 
as some other types of absences of a resident of Canada during 
the qualifying periods referred to above, may be considered not 
to interrupt residence or presence in Canada under certain 
specified circumstances. The other types of absence are related 
to employment. These include, among others, absences while 
employed by the federal or a provincial government; by a 
Canadian firm; by an international charitable agency; as a 
member of the Canadian Armed Forces, or as a missionary. 
These provisions also apply to the spouse and dependents who 
accompany the employed spouse during the absence. All facts 
about such absences should be given when you apply for the 
pension so that it can be determined whether or not they have 
interrupted your residence and presence in Canada. 


(ii) Residence requirements for a partial pension 

Anyone who does not satisfy the residence requirements for 
the full Old Age Security pension may possibly qualify for a partial 
pension. The minimum requirement is 10 years of residence in 
Canada after age 18. The partial pension is earned at the rate of 
‘/aoth of the full pension for each complete year of residence in 
Canada after age 18 up toa maximum of 40 years. 


Example: A person who resided in Canada for 15 years between 
age 18 and age 55 and who returned to reside in Canada at age 
63, would need to reside in Canada for an additional 3 years after 
age 65 in order to qualify for full pension. Under the rules for 
payment of partial pensions, that person could receive '7/a4oths of 
a full pension at age 65. 


Once a partial pension is approved, however, the amount of the 
monthly pension may not be increased as a result of additional 
years of residence in Canada. 


Under the rules for a partial pension, a former resident of Canada 
with at least 20 years of prior residence in Canada after age 18 
would be entitled to receive a partial pension abroad at age 65, 
without returning to Canada. 
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(iii) Residence requirements under an International 
‘greement on Social Security 

Under the provisions of an International Social Security 
Agreement with another country, certain residence in that country 
nay be considered as residence in Canada for the purpose of 
atisfying the minimum eligibility conditions for the Old Age 
security pension. Thus, if a person has not resided in Canada for 
e period of time necessary to be eligible for a pension, but has 
seen a resident of a country with which Canada has signed an 
nternational Agreement on Social Security, he/she may become 
=ligible for the pension if his/her total residence in both countries 
atisfies the minimum requirement. 


‘he amount of a pension payable by virtue of an Agreement is 

ajetermined in proportion to the applicant's actual residence in 
Sanada and is paid at the rate of '/aoth of the full pension for each 
omplete year of actual residence in Canada after age 18. 


3. When and how to apply 


An Old Age Security pension cannot be paid until an 
4pplication has been made and approved. Application forms are 
available in all Post Offices in Canada, and in all Income Security 
~rograms offices, and may be obtained outside Canada from 
Sanadian Government offices abroad. 


You should apply six months before becoming eligible for the 
oension. This will allow time for proof of age to be obtained, if 
necessary, and for your history of residence to be confirmed. 
Your application may be approved on the date on which you 
meet both the age and the residence requirements. 


All questions on the form should be answered in full. If possible, 
>roof of age and, where required, proof of your residence status 
should be sent in with the application form. 


'f you have not yet obtained the required documents your 
application should not be delayed. The documents can be 
obtained and mailed later. 


in the case of a partial pension, you may wish to delay approval 
of your application for a few months in order to increase the 
monthly amount of the pension. For example, you may have 11 
years and 10 months of residence in Canada after age 18. If your 
application were approved at that time you would be eligible for a 
monthly pension of ''/aoths of the full pension. However, if you 
delay the approval of your application by 2 months until you have 
12 complete years of residence in Canada, you would qualify for 
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12/a4oths of the full Old Age Security pension. Should you wish to 
delay the approval of your application in order to qualify for a 
larger partial pension, please let us Know when you apply. 


When you have completed the application form, mail it in the 
envelope provided to the Regional Income Security Programs 
office in the capital city of the province in which you live. If you no 
longer live in Canada, your application should be mailed to the 
Regional Income Security Programs office in the capital city of 
the province in which you last resided. The address and 
telephone number of this office are given on page 13. 


If you cannot make an application because of infirmity or illness, 
or for any other acceptable reason, another person may apply on 
your behalf. A letter of explanation should accompany the 
application. 


4. Assistance in applying for an Old Age Security 
pension 


If you require assistance in completing an application, you 
should get in touch with the nearest Income Security Programs 
office. Representatives of these offices will make home visits 
where these are necessary. 


Individuals eligible for partial pensions may be required to make 
certain choices which may affect the commencement and the 
amount of the pension. The staff of any of our offices will be 
pleased to assist applicants and explain the implications of the 
choices available. Should you require assistance in determining 
whether or not you should delay the commencement of your 
pension in order to increase the amount, please contact your 
nearest Income Security Programs office and a representative 
will get in touch with you. 


Addresses and telephone numbers of Income Security Programs 
offices are found on pages 13 to 15. 


5. Social insurance Number 


When you apply for the pension, give your Social Insurance 
Number. If you do not have a Social Insurance Number and you 
reside in Canada, you may obtain one by filling out an application 
form which you can obtain at any Employment and Immigration 
Canada office. Application for the pension should not be delayed 
until you have obtained a Social Insurance Number. 


6. When payment begins 


Payment of the pension normally begins in the month 
following that in which you meet the age and residence 
requirements. In case of late application, payment may be dated 
back for up to 12 months. Old Age Security cheques for each 
month are mailed for delivery on the third last banking day of that 
month. 


7. Identification cards 


A card showing your name and Old Age Security number will 
be sent to you shortly after you receive your first cheque. This 
card will be of assistance in cashing your Old Age Security 
cheques and in identifying you as an Old Age Security pensioner 
for obtaining other benefits and privileges available to senior 
citizens. 


8. Payment of pension outside Canada 


Once your application has been approved and if you have 
resided in Canada for 20 years or more after age 18, you are 
entitled to receive payments outside the country as long as you 
wish to remain away. 


If you have not had 20 years of residence in Canada after your 
18th birthday, your pension may be paid outside of Canada for 
only six months following the month of your departure, and must 
then be suspended. It may begin again only in the month in which 
you return and resume residence in Canada. If you do not have 
the required 20 years residence in Canada when you commence 
to receive the pension you may count the years of residence in 
Canada while a pensioner to reach the 20-year total. 


However, if you have resided in a country with which Canada has 
signed an International Agreement on Social Security, you may 
have your pension paid outside Canada if your total residence in 
Canada and the other country adds up to the required 20 years. If 
this is the case, you must contact your nearest Income Security 
Programs office before leaving Canada to ensure continuing 
payment of your pension while outside Canada. 


The amounts of Old Age Security cheques which may be cashed 
outside of Canada are in Canadian dollars. 


9. Change of address 


You should immediately notify your Income Security Pro- 
grams office of any change in your address so there will be no 
interruption in the receipt of your pension cheque. In Canada you 
can obtain a special postcard for this purpose from any Post 
Office or letter carrier. You may mail it to the Income Security 
Programs office postage-free from any place in Canada. 


Both your old and your new addresses should be given, together 
with your Social Insurance Number or your Old Age Security 
number, if possible. Your Old Age Security account number is 
shown on the blue Old Age Security identification card. 


10. Payment on behalf of a pensioner 


You have a right to receive your pension, whether you are 
living at home or in an institution. As long as you are capable of 
managing your own affairs, the pension must be paid to you. 


If, however, through infirmity, illness or other cause, a pensioner 
is considered to be incapable of managing his/her own affairs, 
the pension may be paid to a person or agency appointed by the 
Income Security Programs office to act on the pensioner’s behalf. 
Such a person or agency is required to account annually and at 
the end of the appointment for benefits received and spent on 
behalf of the pensioner. 


11. Right of appeal 


If you are not satisfied, after receiving an explanation, that a 
decision made in your case is a proper one within the terms of the 
Old Age Security legislation, you have a right to appeal. 


To make such an appeal, you should get in touch with an Income 
Security Programs office. You will be provided with full informa- 
tion on how to proceed. 


Other benefits available to pensioners 
12. Guaranteed Income Supplement 


As an Old Age Security pensioner, you may be eligible for a 
Guaranteed Income Supplement if you receive only the Old Age 
Security pension, or have a limited amount of other income. An 
application for the Guaranteed Income Supplement is sent to 
each pensioner residing in Canada shortly after his/her Old Age 
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Security pension application is approved. Accompanying the 
application is a booklet giving details of the program and 
instructions to help you complete the application form. 


The supplement is not payable to a pensioner who has been 
absent from Canada for more than six months following the 
month of departure. 


13. Spouse’s Allowance 


Your spouse may be eligible for a Spouse’s Allowance if he 
or she is between the ages of 60 and 65 and meets the Old Age 
Security residence requirements. The amount of the allowance 
will be based on your income combined with that of your spouse 
and on his or her years of residence in Canada. The Spouse’s 
Allowance cannot be paid if you are separated from your spouse. 
Payment of the Spouse’s Allowance ceases If you or your spouse 
are absent from Canada for more than six months after the month 
of departure. 


An application form for Spouse’s Allowance will be mailed to you 
if you are residing in Canada and your spouse is between the 
ages of 59'/2 and 65. (Note: Do not complete an Old Age Security 
application form when applying for Spouse’s Allowance. ) 


If it appears that your Spouse can qualify for Soouse’s Allowance, 
the application form should be completed and signed by both of 
you, and mailed in the envelope provided. Additional information 
or help in applying may be obtained from any Income Security 
Programs office. 


Persons who are living in a common-law relationship may qualify 
for a Spouse's Allowance under the following conditions: 


(a) If they have been living together and publicly representing 
themselves as husband and wife for at least three years as of 

the end of the preceding payment year (March 31) and either 
one has a legal spouse. 
If they have been living together and publicly representing 
themselves as husband and wife for at least one year as of 
the end of the preceding payment year (March 31) and 
neither one has a legal spouse.

An International Social Security Agreement can affect your 
spouse's eligibility for the Spouse's Allowance. If your spouse 
does not have sufficient Canadian residence to meet the basic 
Old Age Security residence requirements, and she or he had 
previous residence in a country with which Canada has an 
agreement, then certain years of residence in the other country 
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can be added to your spouse’s years of residence in Canada. 
The total residence in both countries can then be considered for 
the purpose of satisfying the minimum residence requirements 
for Spouse’s Allowance. 


14. Canada Pension Plan and Quebec Pension Plan 


The Canada Pension Plan or, in Quebec, the Quebec 
Pension Plan is separate and apart from the Old Age Security 
program. These Plans provide retirement pensions; disability 
benefits; benefits for the dependent children of those who 
receive disability benefits; Surviving Spouses’ pensions; orphans’ 
benefits, and lump-sum death benefits. All of these benefits are 
payable to, or in respect of, persons who have paid into the Plan 
for certain minimum qualifying periods. 


In the case of contributors between the ages of 65 and 70 who 
delay in applying, payments may be made retroactively for a 
period of up to 12 months, but cannot be made for any month in 
which the contributor worked and made contributions to the Plan. 
It is important, therefore, that applications for retirement pensions 
be received in an Income Security Programs office before the 
month in which the pension is to commence, in order to prevent 
any possible loss of benefits. 


For other benefits under the Canada Pension Plan, application 
should be made immediately after a person becomes orphaned, 
widowed or disabled. Application forms and information may be 
obtained at Income Security Programs offices which are listed, 
with their addresses and telephone numbers, on pages 13 to 15. 


Residents of the Province of Quebec are covered by a similar 
plan in their province. Inquiries about the Quebec Pension Plan 
should be addressed to:

15. Supplementary assistance, welfare services and 


health care services 


Under the Canada Assistance Plan the federal government 
pays up to 50 per cent of the cost of additional assistance 
payments and certain health and welfare services provided by a 
province to recipients of the Old Age Security pension who are in 
need. Particulars about benefits that may be available in your 
own province may be obtained from the provincial welfare 


department in the capital city of your province.
